LONDON. Nov. 31.—Of 20 steamers due afc 


Hull on Sunday, only seven arrived. They 
were alt in a battered condition. An un- 
known four-masted steamer is stranded nt 
"Withernsea. Tbe body of a man has al- 
ready been washed ashore. It is supposed 
that tbe whole crew perished. 


Tbe Wilson line mail boat Arosto ar- 


rived at Hull from Gothenberg after a 
terrible experience. The ttaloou stateroom!) 
were flooded ou Sunday evening, aud the 
passengers rushed ou deck in scanty attire 
and in a state of great alarm. Four of tbe 
lifeboats were smashed, and the vessel had 
tbe greatest difficulty in reaching port. 
The Glasgow steamer River Carry has 
been wrecked at Dun bar and her crew 
consisting of five officers and about 16 sea- 
men perished. 


The gale continues at Yarmouth. Th« 


herring boats which have arrived are iu 
a greatly damaged condition, the value of 
their smashed gear being at least $100,000. 
Many fishermen have been drowned. 


Wreckage and timber from a vessel that 


stranded at Hartlepool have washed 
ashore. Nothing has been seen of the 
crew. A small steamer went ashore neai 
Cnllon, Scotland. Twelve of her crew 
were drowned. 


The ship Cambrian has been wrecked at 


Nairn, Scotland. 
Three bodies have al- 


ready been washed ashore from the wreck, 
and it i« *,upp •'tied that ail the crew were 
lost.

Three of 
her men perished.

Mr. Pease was considered 
one at the finest Hebrew scholars iu the

In all the history of the democratic party

'1 he committee meeting was one of the 


liveliest held for years. It was entirely 
harmonious 'throughout, although there 
were times when the ardor of speech 
makers, in nominating candidates, got the 
upper hand of their discretion. 


The committee was to meet in Jackson 
hall, but when 8 o'clock came tbe space 
outside the settees was packed with specta- 
tors. Then Chairman Farley announced 
an adjournment to Huntingtoa ball where 
there was more room. 
The crowd soon filled the balcony and 


tbe side tiers of seals on the floor. The 
committee sat in the center, immediately 
in front of the platform. 
It was shortly after 8 o'clock when Chair- 


man Farley rapped to order. Quietness 
came out of confusion and Secretary W. 
V. Mead read the roll, showing 71 dele- 
gates being present, tbe absentee beintc AI 
derman Johnson in the Ward One delega- 
tion. 
Chairman Farley next announced that 


the executive committee had decided to 
have councilinanic and school committee 
caucuses held on Monday evening next. 
The Australian ballot wilt be used in 
Wards One, Two, Three, Five and Six. 


Mr. Courtney Nominated. 


The real business of the convention 


commenced when William A. Read rose to 
present the name of tbe mayoralty candi- 
date, lie said it was. again his pleasant 
duty to place before the people of the city 
a standard bearer for the democratic party; 
he needs no introduction; he is known to 
you all; as a boy, a youth, a man lie has 
gone out among yon. It is not my purpose 
to elaborate on the nomination. He has a 
right to stand upon bis record, and it is a 
clean, upright record and one which com- 
mends Itself to every voter. 
He has filled 


offices of trust with signal ability and fidel- 
ity. 
As city solicitor he protected the 


city's interests to such an extent that less 
money was taken from thev city treasury 
tban under any other solicitor. Hts record 
in the legislature is equally good; he ever 
stood out in the interests of labor.

NEWPORT, R. I, Nov. 31.— Late yester- 


•lay afternoon a frightful accident occurred 
it the torpedo station. One man was 
killed and half a dozen were injured. Ex- 
cavating was in progress for one of the 
three buildings which are to compose the 
new gun cotton factory. They are to be 
on the west side of the island, some 100 or 
300 feet apart, an4 are to bu sunk into the 
bank so that only their roofs will appear 
in sight. 


The men were digging a ditch, and 


blasting was reported to, though there was 
no rock, it be^nir closely packed clay. 
This cut was a trifle softer, but still so 
hard that the men did not fear caving in. 
Without, warning-, the whole side slid 
ilovvu upon the workmen. buryiu« seven 
out of H dozen. John McGregor was killed 
and six were injured. 


McGregor was 24 years old. Th« other 


men were taken to tbe city hospital. They 
will ref-over, unless the shock proves too 
great. 
The others in the ditch were 


partially bruised, but escaped with slight 
injury. 


Surgeon Ames wat promptly at the dis- 


pensary, but McGregor was dead when 
brought ts him, he being tbe last one to 
be taken out. Thn medical examiner pro- 
nounced it a case of death by suffocation 


Those wbo were at work ou the job did 


not attach any blame for tbe accident on 
any one connected with the government

NAPOLEON, O., Nov. 21.-A d«ssper«te 


duel took place near here between Charles

they were broken, the men used their jack- 
knives. The younsc men were rivals for 
the band of Miss Margaret Farrell. 


Both were literally cut to pieces, and 


were uiiconsciou^ when found. Forsrthe, 
in addition to a Dumber of hacks and cuts, 
WAS run through the lower part of the left 
lung. While there is some hope for his 
rival's recovery, the doctors express little 
hope for Forsythe. 
Davis and For^ytbe had met by agree- 


ment in the woods and fought by lantern 
Iftrht. The? thrust and parried and the 
flgut h«d p.* etrfrpsed for a quarter of an 
hour, when Davis disarmed Forsythe by 
breaking his sword. He begged Forsythe 
to desist, but the latter pulled out his 
jackknile and rusbed at Davis with fury.

SURROUNDING THE DEATH OF 


MOTHER AND DAUGHTER.! 


One of the Sons Discharged by the 


Court. 


BOSTON, Nov. 21.—Nearly mil the wit- 


Hesse* who have at one time and another 
appeared for the government or defense in 
the Tooie poisoning case in the municipal 
Court in South Boston were present to 
listen to the closing arguments in the 
preliminary hearing and to hear the de- 
cision of the court. 


Promptly at 2 o'clock yesterday Judge 


Fallen took bis seat upon the bench and 
Lawyer Cn-od began bin argument for the 
defense. He snld that the evidence, pre- 
sented largely by witnesses summoned by 
the itoverninent, not only failed to estab- 
lish the probability of the guilt of the de- 
fendant, Stephen Tooie, hut it estab- 
lished his innocence beyond all question ol 
doubt. Lawyer Creed then went over the 
testimony of eneh of the witnesses. 


The various theoiies which have been 


•dvanced in explanation of this mysteri- 
ms case were touched upon, by Mr. Creed, 
touching particularly upon the likelihood 
of Margaret's having used the cyanide ol 
potassium in place of sugar. 


One hour and 20 minutes were taken up 


by Mr. Greed in his review ef the testi- 
mony offered at the hearing. 


Tbe Government's Argument. 


At 3:25 Lawyer Paal arose to present the 


government's case. 
For more thaii an 


hour he argued, pointing out to the court 
the singular coincidence of cyanide of po- 
tassium, one of the rarest of poisons, hav- 
ing been in. the Tooie house for weeks be- 
fore the accident, and of it having been 
used by tlie defendant on the very day ol 
the poison i ±. 


Stephen's previous record, or at least the 


government's version of his record, was 
touched upon, and the alleged quarrel be- 
tween him and bis brother Patrick on the 
Monday night previous to the tragedy 
was dilated upon to the fullest extent.

appeal to the court urging that the de 
fendaut be held for the action of the grand 
jury. 
The Judge's Decision. 


Judge Fallon, iu an eloquent and able 


reviewal of the case, presented the facts as 
they appeared from the testimony given. 
In one of his closing periods be wade use 
of these words: 


"Were I to bold the defendant for the 


grand jury on the evideucj which bus 
beeu sciven in this court, there is no con- 
ceivable reason why I should not likewise 
bold Minnie and Michael also for their 
share in the crime—If. crime it be—for the 
evidence has been in every way to con- 
nect them with the deaths fully ns much 
as the defendant." 


At 4:45 the concluding words were 


spoken, and Stephen Tooie walked forth 
from the dock, again a free man. 


The solution of this, t!he most mysteri- 


ous case which has happened in this city 
for years, may never appear; In fact, the 
probability is that it never will. What 
caused the death of Hannah and Margaret 
Tooie will remain unknown, and the case 
will go down into history as one more of 
the mysteries of Boston, whose true solu- 
tion will never be brought to light. 


A BAD RECORD. 


Railroad Accidents Have Caused a Reign 


at Terror In Maicachncetti. 


BOSTON, NOT. SI.—July, August and 


September were bl< ody months in Massa- 
chusetts. During that period there were 
recorded 313 accidents. It lias been well 
characterized by some the "reign of ter- 
ror." for scarcely a day passed on which 
there was not at least one disaster reported 
in the state. T e two most disastrous 
catastrophes were Chester and North At- 
tleboro. 


According to the law in such matters, a 


report of each accident must he written 
out as soon as possible and forwarded to 
the railroad commissioners 
The reports 


were brought in during the months men- 
tioned by every mail till the number 
reached 313. 


These accidents involved directly 853 


persona. 
Eighty-seven were killed in- 


stantaneously, or practically no, as they 
died within a few moments; 260 were in- 
jured, and the majority of these bear the 
memory of their perilous escapes in the 
shape of maimed limbs or the low of the 
same.

were employes of the railroads.

He siiid tbat tho evidence, pre- 
sented largely by witnesses summoned by 
the government, not only failed to estab- 
lish (.ho probability of che guilt of the de- 
fendant, .Stephen' Toole, but it estab- 
lished uis innocence beyond all question of 
doubt. Lawyer Creed then went over the 
testimony of ench of the witnesses. '

advanced in explanation. o£ this mysted- 
BUS cage were touched upon by Mr. Creed, 
touching particularly upon the likelihood 
of Margaret's having used the cyanide of 
potassium in place of sugar.

A BAD 
RECORD. 


Ballrond Accidents Hnvo Caused n Reign 


of Terror In Massachusetts. 


BOSTON", Nov. 21.— July, August and 


September were blrody months in Massa- 
chusetts. During that period thnra were 
recorded 313 accidents. It bas been well 
characterized by some the "reign of ter- 
ror." for scarcely a. day passed1 on which j 
there was not at least nne disaster reported 
in the state. T ,e two most disastrous 
catastrophes were Chesl.er and North At- 
tleboro. 


According to the law in such matterR, a 


report of each accident must lie written 
out as soon as possible and forwarded to 
the railroad commissioners. 
The reports 


were brought in during the mouths men- 
tioned by every 'mall till the number 
reached 313. 


These accidents involved directly 353 


persona. 
Eighty-seven were killed 
in- 


stantaneously, or practically sn, as they 
died within n few moments; 269 were in- 
jured, and the majority of these bear the 
memory of their perilous escapes in the 
slmpe of maimed limbs or the loss of the 
same. 
The greater part of tlie injured 


were employes of tlie railroads. 
Mnuy of 


the accidents occurred at trade crossings.

It ia 
well for the labor unions to oppose any 
departure from the cight-notir day. 


The questions to be put to local candi- 


dates will at once test their disposition to- 
wards labor. 
The half holiday will come 


and except in hard times the city can af- 
ford to pay $2 a day to its laborers. 


The award of contracts to local bidders 


is to be commended, and the adoption of 
the initiative and referendum will afford 
the toiling masses a means of initiating 
the legislation which they consider neces- 
sary for their protection. Obviously thero 
MO good times in store for the toilers, even 
though they may not now be in sight. Tho 
fact tbat both political parties have adopt- 
ed the referendum in their platforms, in- 
dicates that this will in all probability soon 
be embodied in the statutes of the com- 
monwealth as a principle of legislation.

plount Says' Queen Was 


Deposed by a Conspiracy. 


STEVKN8 WAS THIS CHIEF LEAD- 


ER IN THE MOVEMENT. 


The Queen Was Overawed by Ameri- 


can Forces* 


Nov. 
21. — Secretary 


Grenham decided yesterday afternoon to 
make public alt tho cormponcleuce and 
the report of James II. Blouiit, tbo special 
cornmlMiioner sent to Hawaii by President 
Cleveland to investigate the revolution 
which dethroned Queen Liliuokalani and 
the establishment of the 
provisional 


government. 


Mr. Blount arrived at Honolulu March 


SO, 1803. In hla report he calls attention 
to his reception by Minister Stevens, who, 
"accompanied by a committee from the 
Annexation dub, came on board the ves- 
sel which had brooicht me. 
Ho informed 


me tkat the club had rented an elegant 
house, well famished and provided with 
servants and * carriage and horses, fur my 
use; tbat I conld pay for this accommoda- 
tion just what I chose, from nothing up. 
He urged me very earnestly to accept the 
offer. 
I declined it, nnd Informed him 


that I should RO to a hotel." 


The committee renewed the offer, which 


wan declined. 
He also refused to accept 


profforred favors from the ex-queen. 


Mr. fllount tells how Minister Stevens 


called upon him with W. C. Smith, who 
represented that the withdrawal of the 
United States marines meant that the 
Japanese would land troops from a man- 
of-war In the harbor. 
Tlio Amoiican 


minister expressed his belief in the state- 
ment. The JapnneBo commissioner put a 
stop to these rumors by having the vessel 
ordered away. The provisional govern- 
ment, left to its own preservation, left him 
free to pursue his negotiations. 


Causvs Remote nnd Proximate. 


Commissioner Blouut says that "the 


causes of the detlirouonftmt of the queen 
and the establishment of the provisional 
government are both remote nnd pi-ox- 
Imuto." 


He then reviews the history of the isl- 


ands at some length, beginning with the 
constitution of 1853, and the changes made 
in the system of government since down 
to the revolution of 1887, which resulted 
in the constitution of that year, and which 
is to a (treat extent given by Mr. Blount as 
tbo cause of tho revolution of 
1893. 


Under the cans titution preceding 18S7 


there were abuses and especially those re- 
sulting from the election of 1880, when the 
legislature passed n namber of bad laws, 
includiiig the lottery and opium license 
lawn, in which it was charged that the 
kine was very corrupt. 


Mr. Blount BUVH tuat this legislature 


would not have caused a revolution In any 
of the United States, but the reformers In 
the islands declared thai "The native is 
until for government and bis power must 
be curtailed." 


Among thoa* mentioned in forcing King 


Knlakun la Mr. Thurston, BOW minister 
from Hawaii. Mr. Blount presents a por- 
tion of the constitution of 1887, in which 
be notes the changes which were espe- 
cially unsatisfactory to the monarch, such 
as removing the power of appointing the 
nobles to one branch or the legislature, re- 
Htrictiug their membership to persons 
with propetty amounting to at least $3000, 
and establishing suffrage qualifications 
which gave the whites control in tho elec- 
tions. It also afforded an opportunity for 
whites, Americans, English aud Germans, 
to vote without becoming naturalized. 


Th» Revelation. 


The moat Interesting portion of Mr. 


Blount'a report is that concerning the 
revolution, which be explains as follows: 


"Nearly all of the arms of the island of 


Oaha in which Honolulu is situated were 
in the possession of the queen's govern- 
ment. A military force, organized and 
drilled, occupied the station house, the 
barracks and tbe palace, the only points 
to strategic significance in the event of a 
conflict. 


"The great body of the people moved on 


their usual course. Women nnd childrea 
passed to and fro through the streets 
Beamingly unconcerned of any impending 
danger, and yet there were secret confer- 
ences held by • small body of uicu, some 
of whom were Germans, some Americans 
And some native born subjects of foreign 
origin. On Jan. 14 they took up the sub- 
ject of dethroning the queen and proclaim- 
ing a new government, with a view to an- 
nexation to the United States. Tbe first 
and most momentous question with them 
was todeviee some plan to have tbo United 
States troops landed. 


'"Mr. Thurston, who appears to have 


been the leading spirit, sought two mem- 
Jbw» of the queen's cabinet and urged them 
4o head a movement against the queen and 
to ask Mr. Stevens to Innd the troops, 
Msraring them that in such an event Mr. 
Stevens would do so. 


"failing to enlist any of the queen's 


«atnnet in the cause, it was necessary to 
<to*lse some other mode to accomplish the 
purpose. A committee of safety, consist- 
ing of 13 members, hod been formed from a 
little body of men assembled in W. O. 
jgmith's office; a deputation of tUesu, in- 
forming Mr. Stevens of their plans, ar- 
ranged with him to land tho troops if they 
would ask it for the purpose of protecting 
life and property. 


Cut and Dried. 


"It was agreed between him and them 


that in the event they should occupy the 
government building and proclaim a new 
government be would recognize it. The 
two leading members of the com<nlttee, 
Messrs. Thurston and Smith, Browing un- 
easy a» to the safety of ttslv persons, 
went to him to know if he would protect 
them in tho event of their arrest by the 
•uthoiitiev, to which he gave his assent. 


"At the mass meeting called by tbo 


committee of safety on Jan. 16 there WHS 
no communication to the crowd-of any 
purpose to dethrone the queen or to change 
the form of tfovernmeat, but only to au- 
thorize the committee to take steps to 
prevent a consummation of the queen's 
purposes and to have guarantees of public 
safety. The committee on public safety 
had kept their purpose from the public 
view at this moss meeting and at their 
•mall gatherings for fear of proceedings 
•gainst theih by tho government of the 
queen. 
After the mass meeting had 


closed, a call on the American minister for 
troops was made and signed indiscrimi- 
nately by Germans, by Americans and by 
Hawaiian subjects of foreign extraction." 


The commissioner says the response to 


that call does not appear on the files of the 
legation. "That very night the commit- 
tee of public safety assembled in a house 
next to Minister Stevens'residence. J. II. 
fiopw, an American, wss elected to com- 
mand the military forces. It was on Mon- 
day evening, Jan. 16, at 5 o'clock, that" 
United States troops were landed. 


"Not much time elapsed before it was 


•riven oat by members ot the oomtni ttee 
of safety tout they were designed to sup- 
port them. At the p*laoe, with the 
••Mmt. amongst the leaders ot the quee&'s 


military forces and tbe great body of tbe 
people who.were loyal to the queen, the 
apprehension «ame that it was a move- 
ment hostile to tbe existing government 


B*ek«d bgr Stevens. 


"Protests were filed by tbe minister of 


foreign affairs and by the governor ot the 
Island against the landing of troops. 
Messrs. Parker and Peterson testified that 
on Tuesday, at 1 o'clock, they called on 
Mr. Stevens nnd by him were informed 
that in the event the queen'u forces BB- 
»ailed the insurrectionary force be would 
Intervene. At 2:80 o'clock of the same 
day the members of the provisional gov- 
ernment proceeded to the government 
building in squads and read their procla- 
mation. 
They had separated in their 


march to the government, building for 
fear of observation and arrest." 


Mr. Blount describes the location of tbo 


troops, showing that the American troops 
controlled the position of the queen's 
forces, aud continues: "They were doubt- 
less so located to suggest to the queen and 
her counsellors that they were in co-opera- 
tion with the insurrection movement, and 
would, when the emergency arose, mani- 
fest it by active support. It did doubtless 
suggest to tho men who read the procla- 
mation that they, were having the sup- 
port of the American minister and naval 
commander and wore safe from personal 
harm. 
"Why had the American minister lo- 
cated the troops in such a situation, and 
then assured the members of the commit- 
tee on safety that on their occupation of 
the government building he would recog- 
nize it as a government de faofco, and as 
such give it support? 
Why was the 


government building designated to them 
as the place which, when their proclama- 
tion was announced there, would be fol- 
lowed by his recognition? 


"It was not a point of any strategic con- 


sequence. It did not involve the employ- 
meat of a single soldier. A building was 
chosen where there were no troops sta- 
tioned; where there was no struggle to ba 
made to obtain access, with An American 
force immediately contiguous, with the 
ma.v« of the population impressed with its 
unfriendly attitude. 


"Aye, more than this, before any de- 


mand for surreiiiicr had ever been made on 
tlie queen or on tilts commander of any 
officer of any of her military forces at any 
ot the points wheto her troops were lo- 
cated, tbe American minister had rec- 
ognised the provisional government and 
was ready to give it the support of the 
United States troops.*' 


Aliened Ml»r»]ir«seuti»tlon*. 


Mr. Blonnt shows the position which the 


queen occupied; be protests aud describes 
tho relationship ot men concerned in the 
revolution. The various commissioners of 
tbe provisional government and Minister 
fctoven» are quoted and commented upon, 
Mr. Blount shows that It was a collusion 
on tbe part of the minister and the revo- 
lutionists. 


He goes into the details of the matter 


and points out by time and place the haste 
with which Mr. Stevens acted, and by 
quoting 
from Stevens' report and the 


papers gtt (lie at the legation declares that 
the minister misrepresented the revolu- 
tion to tho United States gove rnment. He 
points to the lack of harmony in the state- 
ments and criticises Stevens, saying: 


"Mr. Stevens consulted freely with the 


leaders of the revolutionary movement 
from the evening of the 14th. Thesa dis- 
closed to him all their plans. They feared 
arrest and punishment. 
He promised 


them protection. They needed the troops 
on shore to overawe the queen's supporters 
and government. This he agreed to and 
did furnish. 
"They had few arms and no trained sol- 


diers. They did not mean to fight. It was 
arranged between them and the American 
minister tbat the proclamation dethron- 
ing the queen and organizing a provi- 
sional government should be real from the 
government building, and he would follow 
it with a speedy recognition. All this was 
to be done with American troops provided 
with small arms and artillery across a 
narrow street within a stone's throw. This 
was done. 


Stevens Blamed For It All. 


"Tbe leaders of the revolutionary move- 


ment would not have undertaken it but 
for Mr. Stevens' promise t« protect them 
against any danger from the government. 
But for this the mass meeting would not 
have been held. But for this no request 
to land troops would have been made. 
Had the troops not been landed no meas- 
ures for the organization of tbe new gov- 
ernment would have bom taken. Tho 
American minister and tbo revolutionary 
leaders, had determined on a new addition 
to tho United States and had agreed on 
the part of each to act to the very end." 


Mr. Blount says that the native race 


feel that a great wrong has been done 
them and their queeu. 
When the qUcen 


resigned under protest she did not believe 
that the action of Stevens would be en* 
dorsed, and he adds: 
"Indeed, who could have supposed that 


the circumstances surrounding her could 
have been foreseen aud sanctioned de- 
liberately by the President of the United 
States. 
Her uniform conduct and the

Ponder Over. 


BERLIN, Nov. 81.—A further extract 


from Hana Blum's forthcoming book, 
"The Germaa Empire in Bismarck's 
Day," is published. It deals with the dis- 
missal of Prince Bismarck. It aays that 
immediately after Prince Bismarck's in- 
terview with Here Windthorst the em- 
peror sent to Prince Bismarck the follow- 
ing message: "The kniser requires that 
Prince Bismarck shall not receive mem- 
bers of the reichstag without previously 
reporting to the kaiser." 


Prince Bismarck replied: "Please tell 


the emperor that I allow nobody to have 
any control of my own household." 


The next morning, Marc.^lS, tbe em- 


peror went to Prince Bismarck's resi- 
dence, where he declared that he must 
know every night the result of the chan- 
cellor's negotiations with the party lend- 
ers. Prince Bismarck »fused to comply 
with the emperor's demands. 


The emperor was greatly agitated. He 


said: "Not even when I command gou to 
do it as your sovereign?" 


The prince replied: "My master's au- 


thority ends at my wife's drawing room." 


He then proceeded to state tbat he only 


remained in office because of the promise 
he had made to Emperor William that h* 
would serve his grandson. The emsaror 
then demanded the prince's resignation as 
chancellor, at the same time offering him 
the title of Duke of lianeuburg and a pen- 
sion. 


Prince Bismarck rejected the offer, MV- 


inft in reference to the proposed pensions 


"Nobody shall be able to say that I 


closed my career by running after

Plount Says Queen Was 


Deposed by a Conspiracy. 


STEVENS WAS THE CHIEF JjTDAIJ- 


ER IN THE MOVEMENT. 


The Queen Was Overawed by Ameri- 


can Forces- 


•WASHINGTON1, Nov. 21. — Secretary 


Grcsliam decided yesterday afternoon to 
xnako public all the correspondence and 
the report ol Jamca II. Blouut, the special 
commissioner sent :o Hawaii by President 
Cleveland to investigate the revolution 
which dethroned Queen Liliuokalani and 
the 
establishment 
of 
the provisional 


government. 


Mr. Blouut arrived at Honolulu March 


B9, 1893. In his report he calls attention 
to his reception by Minister Stevens, who, 
"accompanied by a committee from the 
JainKcation clnb, came on bourd the ves- 
sel which had brought mo. lie informed 
me tuat the club hud rented nn elegunt 
house, well furnished and provided with 
servants andu carriage and horses, far my 
use; tbnt I could pay for this ucco7iiraoda- 
tion just what I chose, from nothing up. 
He urged ran very earnestly to accepc the 
offer. 
I declined it, nnd informed him 


that I should go to a hotel. 


The committee renewed the offer, which 


wn» declined. 
He also refused to accept 


profFerrcd favors from the ex-queen. 


Mr. fllount tells how Mlnistar Stevona 


called upon him with. W. C. Smith, who 
represented thnfc the withdrawal ot the 
United States marines meant that the 
Japanese would land troops from a man- 
of-war in the harbor. 
Tho American 


minister expressed his belief in the state- 
ment. .The Japanese commissioner put a 
stop to these rumors by having ths vesae] 
ordered awoy. The provisional govern- 
ment, left to its own. preservation, left him 
free to pursue his negotiations. 


Cauaea Remote nncl Proximate. 


Commissioner Blouut says tbnt "the 


causes of the dethronement of the queen 
aad the establishment of the provisional 
government are both remote and prox- 
imate. 


He then reviews the history of the isl- 


ands at some length, beginning with the 
constitution of 1852, and the changes made 
in the system 'of government since down 
to the revolution of 1887, which resulted 
in the constitution of that year, nnd whicl 
is to a great extent given by Mr. Blountas 
the cause of the revolution of 1803. 


Under the cons titution preceding 1SST 


there were abuses and especially those re- 
sulting from the election of 1SSG, when the 
legislature passed n number of bad laws, 
including tho lottery and opium license 
la-.vs, in which it was charged that the 
kins was very corrupt. 
Jlr. Blount says mat this legislature 


would not have caused a revolution in any 
OL the United States, but the reformers In 
the islands declared tbnt "The native is 
unDt for government and his power must 
be curtailed. 


Among those mentioned in forcing King 


Kalakua Is Mr. Thnrston, now minister 
from Hawaii. Mr. jBlount presents a por 
tion of the constitution of 18S7, . in which 
he cotes the changes which were espe- 
cially unsatisfactory to the monarch, such 
as removing the power of appointing the 
nobles to one braucli of the legislature, re- 
stricting their membership to persons 
with property amounting to at least £3000 
and establishing suffrage qualifications 
•which tjavo the whites control in the elec 
tions. It also afforded an opportunity for 
whites, Americans, English and Germans 
to vote without becoming naturalized. 


The Revolution. 


The most interesting portion of Mr 


mount's report is that concerning the 
revolution, which be explains as follows 


."Nearly all of the arms of the island o. 


OahtL in which Honolulu is situated were 
in the possession of the queen's govern' 
xucnt. A military force, organized auc 
drilled, occupied the station house, the 
barracks and the palace, the only points 
to strategic significance in the event of a 
conflict. 


"The treat body of the people moved on 


their usual course. Women and chlldrca 
passed to and fro through the street: 
seemingly unconcerned of any impending 
danger, and yet there were secret confer 
ences held by a small body of men, somi 
of whom were Germans, some American: 
nnd -some native born -subjects of foreigi 
origin. On Jan. 14 they took up the sub 
ject of dethroning the queen and proclaim 
Ing a new government, with a view to nn 
Deration to the United States. The firs 
ajul most momentous question with them 
Tras to devise somu plan to have the United 
States troops landed. 


"3Ir. Thurston, who appears to h.avo 


been the leading spirit, sought two mem- 
jbers of the queen's cabinet and urged them 
-to head a movement against the queen and 
to ask Mr. Stevens to land the troops, 
Assuring them that in such, an event Mr. 
Stevens would do so. 


"Failing to enlist any of the queen's 


-eajbicat in the cause, it was necessary to 
devise some other mocie to accomplish the 
purpose. A committee of safety, consist- 
ing of. 13 members, had been formed from a 
little body of men assembled in W. O. 
fimith's office; a deputation of these, iu- 
Jormiug Mr. Stevens oE their plans, ar- 
ranged with him to land the troops if they 
would ask it for. the purpose of protecting 
life and property. 


Cat and Dried.. 


"It wns agreed between him and them 


that in the event they should occupy the 
government building and proclaim a new 
government he would recognize it. Tlie 
two leading members of the committee, 
Messrs. Thurston and Smith, uri'-ving un- 
easy as to the -'safety of thsir persons, 
went to him to know if he would protect 


military forces jiml Uia.groat body oE ths 
aeoplo who.were loyal to the queen, tha 
apprehension came that it was a move- 
ment hostile) to tha existing government. 


Stevens. 


'Protests were filed by the minister of 


'oreiKn affairs nncl by the. governor of the 
slanci 
nsftinst 
the Inuding o£ troops. 


Mosars. Parker and Peterson testified that 
on Tuesday, at 1 .o'clock, they, called on 
Mr. Stevens nnd by him wore informed 
that in the ^ event ths queen'ti forces as- 
iailc3 the inslirrectlonary force he would 
Intervene. At 2:30 o'clock of tha sama 
flay tli3 members of the provisional gov- 
rrnment proceeded to the government 
building in squads and rea3 their procla- 
mation. 
They bad separated in their 


march to the government, building for 
fenr of observation and arrest." 


-Mr. Blount describes the location of tho 


troops, showing that the American troops 
controlled the position 
o£ the queen's 


forces, aud continues: "Thoy were doubt- 
less so located to'suffgest to the. queen and 
her counsellors that they were la co-opera- 
tion with the insurrection movement, and 
would, when the emergency arose, mani- 
fest it by active support. It did doubtless 
suggest to the men who read ..tub procla- 
mation that they, vveve having tho sup- 
port of the American minister and naval 
commander and were safe from personal 
barm. 


'Why hnd the American minister lo- 


cated the troops iu .such a .situation, and 
then assured tho members of the commit- 
tee on safety that on their occupation of 
the government building he would recog- 
nize it as a government do facto, and as 
Buck give 
It support? 
Why was the 


poverument building designated to them 
as the place which, when their proclama- 
tion was announced there, would be fol- 
lowed by his recognition? 


"It was not a .point oC nny strategic cun- 


flequence. Ic did not Involve the employ- 
incut of a single soldier. A building was 
chosen whore them were no troops sta- 
tioned; where there was no struggle to bs 
made to obtain access, with, ftn American 
force immediately contiguous, .with tho 
mass oE lue population impressed with its 
unfriendly attitude. 


"Aye, 
more than this, before nny de- 


mand for siiiTcruler had ever been made on 
thu queen or on the commander of any 
officer of any of her military forces at any 
of the points where her troops were lo- 
cated, the American minister had rec- 
oenixed the provisional government aud 
\viis ready to give it the support of the 
United States troops.'" 


Alleged MlHroiu'usautLillanH. 


Mr. Blouut shows the position which the 


queen occupied; lie protests aud describes 
the relationship ot meu concerned iu the 
revolution. Tho various commissioners o£ 
the provisional goverumeut and Minister 
Stevens are quoted and commented upon, 
Mr. Blount shows tbatib was a collusion 
on tho part of the minister and the revo- 
lutionists. 


lie goes into the details -of ths matter 


nnd points out by time and place the haste 
with which Mr. Stevens acted, and by 
quoting 
from Stevens' report aud tlia 


papers 03 Tile at the legation declares that 
the minister misrepresented the revolu- 
tion to tho United States sove rnment. Ha 
points to the lack of harmony in the state- 
merits and criticises Stevens, saying: 


"Mr. Stevens consulted freely with tho 


leaders of the revolutionary movement 
from the evening of the 14th. Thess dis- 
closed to him all their pluns. They feared 
arrest aad punishment. 
He promised 


them protection. They needed tlie troops 
onshore to overawe the queen's supporters 
and government. This he agreed to and 
did furnish. 


"TUey hud few arms and no trained sol- 


diers. They did not mean to fight. It was 
arranged between them and the American 
minister that the-proclamatiou dethron- 
ing the queen and organizing a provi- 
sional government should be read from tha 
government bulldinc, and ha.would follow 
it with a speedy recognition. All this wns 
to be done with American troops provided 
with small arms and artillery across a 
narrow street within a stone's throw. This 
was done. 


Stovonu Blamed For It All. 


"The leaders of the revolutionary move- 


ment would not have undertaken it but 
for Mr. Stevens' promise to protect them 
against any danger from the government. 
But for this the muss meeting would nob 
have been hold. But for this no request 
to land troops would have been made. 
Had the troops not been landed no meas- 
ures for the organization of the new gov- 
ernment would have been taken. Tho 
Amurican rainistor and tbo revolutionary 
leaders had determined on a new addition 
to tho United States and had agreed on 
the part of each to act"to the very end." 
.Mr. Blount says that the native race 
feol that n great wroug has been done 
them and their queen. 
WHen tho queen 


resigned under protest she did not believe 
that the action oE Stevens -would be en- 
dorsed, and he nnds:. 


"Indeed', who could have supposed that 


the circumstances surrounding her could 
have been foreseen* uud sanctioned de- 
liberately by. the. President OH the United 
Stated. 
Her uniform conduct and the 


prevailing sentiment amongst the natives 
point to her belief,-as well as their own, 
tbr.t the spirit of justice ou the part of the 
president would restoro her crown." 


That is tho only thing in the nature of a 


recommendtitioa made. The special com- 
missioner rloscs with a description of the 
industries of the inlands, statistics, com- 
parisons of tho races,' changes In the con- 
ditions of the natives and information to 
show that they have been badly treated.

deuce, where he declared r.hat he must 
know every night the result ot the chan- 
cellor's negotiations with the party lead- 
era. Priuce Bismerck Defused to comply 
with the emperor's demands. 


The emperor was greatly ngitated. He 


said: "Not even when I command vou to 
do it as your sovereign?" 


Tha princa .replien": "My master's au- 


thority ends at my wife's drawing room." 


He than proceeded to state that he only 


remained in omce because of the promlso 
he had made to Emperor William thaO h> 
would serve his grandson. The emparor 
then demanded the prince's resignation a0 
chancellor, at the same time offering lilm 
the title of Duke of Lauenburg and a pen- 
sion. 


Prince Bismarck rejected the offer, any-

bill and has attended every meeting of the 
sub-committee. 


Not only was he in charge of tbe wool 


schedule, but the new "duties on cot- 
tons were placed in his hands, and in con- 
nection witb these schedules were numer- 
ous collateral items which were referred to 
him. 


Through it all Mr. Stevens has preserved 


bis-even manner for which he is famous 
and has not allowed himself to be worried 
either by the immensity of the task or by 
by being forced to listen to tte demands of 
manufacturers who were at all times trying 
to tell.him what should be done.'

NEWPORT, B. L, Nov. 21.—Late yester- 


flay afternoon a frightful accident occur red 
•t the torpedo station. 
One man was 


ki'led and half a dozen were injured. Ex- 
cavating waa in progress for one of the 
three buildings which are to compose the 
new gun cotton factory. They are to be 
on tbe west side of tbe island, some 100 or 
300 feet apart, and are to be sunk into the 
bank so that only their roofs will appear 
In sight. 


The men were digging a ditch, and 


blasting was resorted to, though there was 
no rock, it beine closely packed clay.

The medical examiner pro- 
nounced it a case of death by suffocation 


Those who were at work on the job did 


not attach any blame for the accident on 
any one connected with tbe government.

The Police Cannot Explain 


the Mystery 


SURROUNDING THR DKATH OF 


MOTHER AND DAUGHTER. 


One of the Sons Discharged by the 


Court. 


BOBTON, Nov. 81.—Nearlf all the wit- 


nesses who have at one time and another 
appeared for tae government or defense to 
th» Toole pohouing case in the municipal 
court in South Boston were present to 
listen to the closing* arguments in the 
preliminary hearing and to hear the de- 
cision of the court. 


Promptly at Z o'clock yesterday Judge 


Fallen took bis seat upon the bench and 
Lawyer Creed befran bis argument for the 
defense. He said that the evidence, pre 
seated largely by witnesses summoned by 
the government, not only failed to estab- 
lish the probability of the guilt of the de- 
fendant, Stephen Toole, but it estab- 
lished his innocence beyond all question of 
doubt. Lawyer Creed then went over the 
testimony of each of the witnesses. 


The various theotiec which have been 


advanced in explanation of this mysteri- 
ous case were touched upon by Mr. Creed, 
touching particularly upon the likelihood 
of Margaret's having used the cyanide of 
potassium in plaee of sugar. 


One hour and 20 minutes were taken up 


by Mr. Creed in hia review ef the testi- 
mony offered at the hearing. 


The Government's Argument. 


At 8:25 Lawyer Paal arose to present the 


government's case. 
For more than an 


hour he argued, pointing out to the court 
the singular coincidence of cyanide of po- 
tassium, one of the rarest of poisons, hav. 
in it been in the Toole house for weeks be- 
fore the accident, and of it having been 
used by the defendant on the very day ot 
the poisoning. 


Stephen's previous record, or at least the 


government's version of his record, was 
touched upon, and the alleged quarrel be 
tweeu him and his brother Patrick on the 
Monday night previous to the tragedy 
was dilated upon to the fullest extent. 


Mr. Paul closed bis argument with an 


appeal to the court urging that the de 
fendant be held for the action of the grand 
jury. 


^The Judge's Decision. 


Judge Fallon, in an eloquent and able 


reviewal of the case, presented the facts as 
they appeared from the testimony given. 
In one of his closing periods he made use 
of these words: 


"Were I to hold the defendant for the 


grand jifry OB* the evidence which has 
been given in this court, there is iin con- 
ceivable reason why I should not likewise 
bold Minnie and Michael also for their 
•bare in the c<ime—if crime it be—for the 
evidence has b^eu in every way to con- 
nect them with the deaths fully as much 
as the defendant." 


At 4:45 the concluding words were 


spoken, and Stephen Toole walked forth 
from the dock, again a free man. 


The solution of this, the most mysteri- 


ous case which has happened in this city 
for years, may never appear; in fact, the 
probability is that it never will. What 
caused the death of Hannah and Margaret 
Toole vrill remain unknown, and the case 
will go down into history as one more of 
the mysteries of Boston, whose true solu- 
tion will never be brought to light. 


A BAD RECORD. 


Railroad Accidents Have Caused a Reign 


of Terror In Hasiachuietts. 


BOSTON, Nov. 21 —July, August and 


September were bloody months in Massa- 
chusetts. During that period there were 
recorded 313 accidents. It has been well 
characterized by some the "reign of ter- 
ror." for scarcely a day passed on which 
there was not at lenst one disaster repotted 
in the state. T >e two ruoRt disantrnuB 
catastrophes were Chester and North At- 
tleboro. 


According to the law in such matters, a 


report of each accident must be written 
out as soon as possible and forwarded to 
the railroad commissioners 
The reports 


were brought in during the months men- 
tioned by every mail till the number 
reached HIS. 


These accidents involved directly 852 


persons. 
Eighty-seven were killed in- 


stantaneously, or prnctlcHlly so, as they 
died within a few moments; 269 were in- 
jured, and the ma jo: ity of these bear the 
memory of their perilous escapes In the 
shape of m»imed limbs or the loss of the 
same. 
The greater part of the injured 


were employes of the mil roads. 
Many of 


the accidents occurred at grade crossings. 


Burial of Prince Alexander.

These accidents involved directly 852 


persona. 
Eighty-seven were killed in- 


stantaneously, or prncticnlly HO, as they 
died within a few moments; 289 were in- 
jured, and the majority of theso bear the 
memory of their perilous escapes in tho 
shape of ixmimed limbs or the loss of the 
same. 
The greater part of the injured 


were employes o£ the rnilroaos. 
Many of 


the accidents occurred at grade crossings.

Labor unions can make the 
eight-hour day their standard whoa seek- 
ing reforms and can point to its adoption 
by the national government in support of 
their claims. The tiuio may come, and 
unoubtedly will come, when tho eight- 
hour day wilt be largely if not universal- 
ly adopted in stores and workshops; but 
it may be yet far off in the future. It is 
well for tbe labor unions to oppose any 
departure from the eight-Hour day.

That was an important meeting of the 


Central Labor union held Sunday after- 
noon. 


The memorial to congress was a wise 


one in view of the growing violations of tbe 
law. The passage of the eight-hour law 
for government employes in Washington 
was a victory for labor in all parts of the 
country, because it was what was sought 
by labor leaders and aspired to by the toil- 
ing masses. Labor unions can make the 
eight-hour day their standard when seek- 
ing reforms acd can point to its adoption 
by the national government in support of 
their claims. The tims may come, and 
unoubtedly will come, when the eight- 
hour day will be largely if not universal- 
ly adopted in stores and workshops; but 
it may be yet far off in the future. 
It is 


well for the labor unions to oppose any 
departure from the eight-Hour day. 


The questions to be put to local candi- 


dates will at once test their disposition to- 
wards labor. 
The half holiday will come 


and except in hard times the city can af- 
ford to pay $2 a day to its laborers. 


The award of .contracts to local bidders 


is to be commended, and the adoption of 
the initiative and referendum will afford 
the toiling masses a means of initiating 
the legislation which they consider neces- 
sary for their protection. Obviously thore 
are good times in store for the toilers, even 
though they may not now'bB in sight. The 
fact that both political parties have adopt- 
ed the referendum in their platforms, in- 
dicates that this will in all probability soon 
be embodied in the statutes of the 
com- 


monwealth as a principle of legislation.

Gresham decided yesterday aftemuoa to 
make public all tho correspondence mul 
the report of James H. IMount, the spcctnl 
commissioner sent to Hawaii by President 
Cleveland to investigate the revolution 
which dethroned Queou J/ihuokalaiu and 
tho establishment of tho 
provisional 


government. 


Mr. mount arrived at Honolulu March 


29, 18J)1. In his report he calls attention 
»o his reception by Miniater Stevens, w)io, 
"accompanied by a committee from the 
Annexation club, came on bourd tho ves- 
sel which had btounht me. 
Ho infonm'd 


me tl;ftt the club had rented an ck'^iut 
house, well furnished and provided \%ith 
servants and a carnage and horses, foi^niy 
tine; that I could pay for this accommoda- 
tion jiiht what I ctiose, f i om nothing up. 
Ho urged nie very earnestly to acoupt tho 
offer. 
I declined it, arid informed him 
that I should RO to a hotel " 


The committee renewed tho offer, which 


waft declined. 
Ife also refused to accept 


profferred favors frain the ex-queen. 


Mr. Hlonnt tells how Minister .Stevens 


called upon him with W. C. Smith, who 
represented that the withdrawal of the 
United States marines meant that the 
Jnpancaa wonld land troops from a man- 
of-war in the harbor. 
Tho 
Ara(>iicnn 


minister expressed his belief in the state- 
ment. The Japanese commissioner put a 
»top to these rumors by having the vessel 
ordered away. The provisional govern- 
ment, left to itsovvn preservation, left him 
free to pursue his negotuiUoas. 


CUUMOB Kontote ntiti 1'roximate. 


Commissioner Blount suys that "tho 


causes of tho dethronement of the qnceii 
and tho establishment of tho provisional 
government tiro both remote aud prox- 
imate." 


He then reviews the 
hifctory of tho isl- 


ands tit somo length, beginning with tho 
constitution of 18o2, and tho changes made 
in tho system of government since down 
to tho revolution of 18NT, which resulted 
in the constitution of that vear, and which 
is to a t;rent extent fziven by Mr. IIlouiita& 
the cause of the revolution of 1W)3. 


Under the cons titution preceding 1887 


there were abuses and especially those re- 
sulting ftom tho election of IS^O, when the 
legislntuie parsed a number of bad laws, 
including tho lottery and opium license 
laws, in which it was, charged that the 
kinix was very corrupt. 


Mr. Blount says that this legislature 


would not have caused a revolution in any 
of the United States, but tho teCormers in 
tho islands declared that "Tho native is 
unfit for goverumeiit and his power must 
be curtailed." 


Among those mentioned in forcing King 


Kalnkua is Mr. Tlmr*>ton, now minister 
from Hawaii 
Mr. lllount presents a por- 


tion of tho constitution of JSt>7, in which 
ho notes the changes which were espe- 
cially unsatisfactory to tho monarch, such 
ae removing the power of appointing the 
nobles to one branch of the legislature, re- 
Btrictiuc; their membership to persons 
Until property amounting to at least £1000, 
and establishing suffrage qualification!) 
which gave the whites control in the elec- 
tions. It also afforded an opportunity for 
whites, Amerloans, Knglish and Germans, 
to vote without becoming nuturaii/ied. 


The Revolution. 


The moat interesting portion of Mr. 


Blount's report in that concerning tho 
involution, which ho explains as follows: 


"Nearly all cf the arms of the i.sland of 


Ouhu in which Honolulu is situated were 
in t(io possession of the queen's govern- 
ment. A military force, organized and 
drilled, occupied the station house, the 
barracks and the palace, the only points 
to strategic significance iu the event of a 
conflict. 


"Tho great body of the people moved on 


their usual courso. Women and children 
passed to and fro through the streets 
seemingly unconcerned oi any impending 
danger, and yet there, were secret confer- 
ences hold by a small body of mon, some 
of whom were Germans, some Americans 
and some native born subjects of foreign 
origin. On Jan. 14 they took up the sub- 
ject of dethroning the queen aud proclaim- 
ing a now government, with a view to an- 
nexation, to tho United States. The first 
and most momentous question with them 
was to devise some plan to have tho United 
States troops landed. 


"Mr. Thuraton, who appears to have 


bean the lending spirit, sought two mem- 
bsrs of the queen's cabinet aud uvgod them 
-to head a movement against i ho queen and 
to ask Mi-. Stevens to l.uul the troops, 
assuring them that in such tin event Mr. 
fjtevons would do so. 


"JTaUing to enlist any of the quci'ii'is 


-t*jblDt>t In the cause, it waf, necessary to 
devise some other modo to accompli >h the 
pnrpose. A committee of safety, consist-

"At the mass meeting called by tho t

no CommunloiitioH to the crowd of miy I 
purpo.se to dethrone tho queen or to cnaigu j 
the torin of aovornment, but i nly to au- 
thorize the committee to t'iko steps to 
prevent a consummation, of the queen's 
pqrposes and to have guarantees of ouhiic 
safety. The committee on public safety 
h:id kept their purDo.se from the public 
Iriew at this mass meeting and at tlieir 
»mall gatherings for fear of proceedings 
•gninst them by the government of the 
queen. 
After tho mass meeting had 


closed, » call on the American minister for 
troops wi» made and signed indisorimi- 
nateljr by Germans, by Americans and by 
Hawaiian subjects of foreign cxtr.iction " 
The commissioner says the rebponse (o 


ttuit call does uot apponr on tho tilas of the 
legation. "That very night tlie commit: 
tee of public sufety assem bled iu a house 
next to Minister Stevens' residence. J. H. 
Boper. ftn American, wt.s elected to cc.m- 
maad tho military forces. It was on M' n- 
day evening, Jan. 16, ut 5 o'clock, that 
United States troops were lauded. 


"Not much time elapsed boforo it was 
given out by members of the committee 
of safety that they were designed to sup- 
port them. 
At the palace, with the 


jphinet, amongst the leaders of the aueeu's 


military forces and the great body of the 
people who were loyal to the queen, the 
apprehension came that-it t was a move- 
ment hostile to the existing government. 


Backed'by Steven*. 


"Protests were filed by the minister of 


foreign affairs and by the governor of the 
island against the landing of troops. 
Messrs. Parker and Peterson testified that 
on Tuesday, at 1 o'clock, they called on 
Mr. Stevens and by him were informed 
that in the event the queen's forces as- 
Killed the insurrectionary force he would 
Intervene. At 2:30 o'clock of the same 
flay the members of the provisional gov- 
ernment proceeded to the government 
building in squads and read their procla- 
mation. 
They had separated in their 


march to the government building for 
four of observation and arrest." 
Mr. Blount dc.scribe.-j the location of the 


troons, showing that the American troops 
controlled the position of the queen's 
forccn, aud continues: "They were doubt- 
less so located to suggest to the queen and 
her counsellors that they were in co-opera- 
tion with the insurrection movement, and 
would, when thi> emergency arose, mani- 
fest it by active support. It did doubtless 
suggest to the men who read thfe procla- 
mation that they were havinctbe sup- 
port of the American minister and navul 
commander and wore aafe from personal 
harm. 


"Why had tho American minister lo- 


cated the troops in such a situation, and 
then assured the members of the commit- 
tee on sufuty that on their occupation of 
the government building ho would recog- 
nise it as a government do facto, aud as 
such give it support? 
Why was the 


government building designated to them 
as the place which, when thetr proclama- 
tion was announced there, would be fol- 
lowed by his recognition? 


"It waa not a, point of any strategic con- 


sequence. Ic did 1106 involve tho employ- 
ment of a- single soldier. A building was 
chosen where there were no troops sta- 
tioned; where there was no struggle to bs 
made to obtain access, with an American 
force immediately contiguous, with the 
mass of the population impressed with its 
unfriendly attitude. 


"Aye, more than this, before any de- 


mand for sunendor had ever been made on 
the queen or on the commander of any 
oflicer of any of her military forces at any 
of tho points whore her troops were lo- 
cated, the American minister hud rec- 
ounted tho provisional government- and 
wiib icady to give it the support of the 
United States troops.'' 


Alluded Bliartprosentalioiin. 


Mr. Blount .shows the position which the 


qneon occupied; he protests and desciibes 
the relationship of men concerned in tho 
revolution. The various commissioners,of 
Ine provisional government and Minister 
totuvens «re quoted and commented upon. 
Mr. Blount shows that 16 was a collusion 
on the part of the minister and the revo- 
lutionists. 
lie goes into the details of the matter 


and points out by time aiut place the haste 
with which Mi. Stevens acted, and by 
quoting 
from Stevens' rtport and tho 


papers Ctt file at the legation declares that 
the minister misrepresented the revolu- 
tion to the United States government. He 
points to the lack of harmony in tho state- 
ments and criticises Stc\ens, saying: 


"Air. Stevens consulted freely with tho 


leadeis of tho levolutionary movement 
from the evening of the 14th. Tbcs* dis- 
closed to him iitl their plans. They f oared 
iirrest and punishment. 
He promised 


them protection. Thoy needed the troops 
on shore to overawe thu queen's supporters 
and government. This ho agreed to and 
did iui'iii.sh. 
"They had few arms and no trained sol- 


diers. They did not mean to fight. It was 
arranged between them and the American 
minister that the proclamation dethron- 
ing the qiueu aud ovgimiziug a provi- 
sional government should be read from the 
government building, and he would follow 
it with a speedy recognition. All this was 
to be done with American troops provided 
with small aims and artillery across a 
narrow street within a stone's throw. This 
wns dona. 


Slovens niunjBd For It All. 


"The leaders of the revolutionary move- 


ment would not have undertaken it but 
for Mr. Stevens' promise to protect them 
iigainbt any danger from the government. 
But for this the mass meeting would not 
have been hold. But for this no request 
to laud tioops would have been made. 
Had the troops not been landed no meas- 
ures tor the organization of the new gov- 
ernment would have been taken. The 
American minister utid the revolutionary 
leaders had determined ou a new addition 
to tho United States and bad agiecd on 
the pait of each to act to the very end." 


Mr. Blount say.-, tlmt tho native race 


feel that a great wronc has been done 
them and their queen. 
When the queen 


resigned under protest she did not believa 
that the action of Stevens would be en- 
dorsed, aud he adds: 
"Indeed, who could have supposed that 


the circumstances Mirrounding her could 
have boon foreseen .and sanctioned de- 
liberately by the President of' the United 
Static. 
Her uniform conduct and tha 


prevailing sentiment amongst the natives 
point to bur bohef, as well as their own, 
that the spirit of justice on the part of the 
jmsident would restore her crown " 
That is the only tiling in tho nature of a 


recommendottofi made. The special com- 
missioner tiosea with a description of tho 
industries of the islands, statistic*, com- 
parisons of tho races, changes in tho con- 
ditions ot the natives aud information to 
show that they have been badly treated.

Prince Bismnrcfc replied: "Please tell 


tho emperor that I allow nobody to have 
uny control of ray own household." 


The next unoriutiR, JInrc*>15, the em- 


peror went to Prince Bisnnrck's resi- 
lience, wjiero he declared that he mnst 
know every night the result of the chan- 
cellor's negotiations with the party lead- 
ers. Prince Biamwrck refused to comply 
with the emperor's deinn 'tis. 


The emperor was greatly ngitated. He 


Btiid: "Not even when I command you to 
do it as your uoverfism?" 


The prince replied: "My master's au- 


thority ends at my wife's drawiug room." 


He then proceeded to stato tbat he only 


remained in office because of The promise 
he had made to Emperor William that he 
would serve his grandson. The emperor 
then demanded the prince's i-esignation aa 
chancellor, at tho same time ottering him 
the title of Duke of Luneuburg and a pen- 
sion. 


Prince Bismarck rejected the offer, say- 


inp in reference to the proposed pension: 
"Nobody shall bo able to stty that I

l£o informed 


me that the club had rented an clc^uut 
house, well famished and provided \viLh 
servants and a carriage rind horses, for^my 
use; that I could pay for this accommoda- 
tion just what I cbose, from nothing up. 
He urged me very earnestly to accept the 
offer. 
I declined it, and informed him 


tlint I should go to n hotel." 


The committee renewed the oiler, which 


wan declined. 
Ho also refused to accept 


proiTL'rrud favors from thu ex-queen. 


Mr. Jiloimt tells how Minister Stevens 


called upon him with "W. C. Smith, \vlio 
represented that the withdrawal of the 
United States marines meant that the 
Japanesa would land troops from a man 
of- war in the harbor. 
The American 


minister expressed his belief in tho state- 
ment. The Japanese commissioner put i\ 
stop to these rumors by having the vessel 
ordered awny. The provisional govern- 
ment, left to it3ov*'n preservation, left him 
free to pursue Iii3 negotiations.

Commissioner BLount suys that "tho 


causes of the dethronement of the queeu 
mul tha establishment. o£ tho provisional 
government are both remote and prox 
iinfito." 


lie then reviews the history of the isl- 


p.uds a& some length, liepiDning' with tho 
constitution of !So2, and the changes made 
in tho system of government sinuu down 
to the revolution of 36S7, -\vuich resulted 
in the constitution of that ycnr, and, which 
is to a grenc extent frivenhy Mr. HI on nt as 
tlio cause of the revolution o£ 1SD3. 


Under the cons titution preceding 1SS7 


there were abuses and especially those rc- 
KiiltniK fiom the election of 1S*U, when the 
legislature passed H number oE bad laws, 
including the lottery and opium license 
lav.*s, in which it vcns, charged that the 
kinir was very corrupt. 


Mr. Blount snvs tliafc this Ic.cjislatnro 


would not Imvc caused n revolution in any 
of the United States, bnt the reformers in 
tlie islands declared thai "TUe native is 
unfit, for government and his power must 
tu curiaileil." 


Among those mentioned in forcing King 


Kalaltun is Mr. Tlmrntoii, now minister 
from Hawaii. 
JMr, Blount presents a por- 


tion of the constitution of 1SS7, in which 
ho notes the changes which were espe- 
cially unsatisfactory to Ihu Tnonarch, such 
us removing vhe po\ver of appointing tho 
nobles to one brasich of the legislature, re- 
st riclitic; their membership to persons 
with property amounting to nt least &JOOO, 
end establishing suffrage qnalificationa 
which tfave the whites control in the elec- 
tions. It also afforded an opportunity for 
whites, Americans, Kuglish and Germans, 
to vote without becoming naturalized. 


Tlie llevolutlon. 


The most interesting portion oC Mr. 


Blount'fi report is that concerning tho 
revolution, which he explains ns follows: 


'•Dearly nil cf tho arms of the island of 


Oahu in which Honolulu is situated were 
in the possession of the queen's govern- 
ment. A military force, organized and 
drilled, occupied, the station house, the 
barracks and tbc palace, tha only points 
to strategic siguiilcaii'je in the event of a 
conflict, 


"The great body of the people moved on 


their usual course. Women and children 
passed to and fro Through the streets 
seemingly unconcerned of any impending1 
danger, and yet; there, were sacred confer- 
ences held by a small body o£ men, some 
of whom were Germans, some Americana 
und some native born subjects o£ foreign 
origin. On Jan. 14 they took UD the sub- 
ject of dethroning the quecu and proclaim- 
ing a new government, v/ith a view to an- 
;ucxjjtioii to the United States. The first 
nnd most momentous question with them 
•t7Z3 to devise some plan to have the United 
Suites troops landed. 


"JMr. Thursion, who appears to linvo

tzrs of the queen's cabinet aud urccd them 
to Lead a movement against i he queen and

Deposed by a Conspiracy. 


STEVENS WAS THE CHIEF LEAD- 


ER IN THE MOVEMENT. 


The Queen Was Overawed by Ameri- 


can Forces. 


WAsniNQTOS, Nor. 21. — Secretary 


Grosham decided yesterday afternoon, to 
make public all tho correspondence nn<1 
the report of Jamtu H. Mlount, the special 
commissioner sent so Hawaii by President 
Cleveland to Investigate the revolution 
which dethroned Queen Ijiliuokalani und 
tbo establishment of the 
provibionul 


government. 


Mr. Blount arrived at Honolulu March 
89,1803. In his report he wills attention 
lo bin reception by Minister Stevens, who, 
""accompanied by a committee from tho 
i.nn<rxHt,iou clnb, came on board tlie ves- 
sel which had brought me. 
Ho informed 


mo tl.-at the club hftd rented nn eli-^aut 
liutiae, well furnished nud provided \vith 
BCi vimts nn«l R carriaao «\nd horses, foi^my 
use; that 1 could pay for tlm accommoda- 
tion just what I cnosc, from nothing up. 
>Io nr«ed rue very earnestly to accept the 
offer. 
I declined it, und informed him 


that I nhould go to it hotel." 


The committee rrnewuil tho offer, which 


WHH dpclinod. 
He also refused to accept 


prolYem-d favors from the ex-queen. 


Mr. Rloutit tells how Minister Stevens 


called upon him with W. C. Smith, who 
represented that the withdrawal of the 
"United States marines meant that the 
Jupant'sa wonld land troops from a man- 
of-war in th» harbor. 
The A met icon 


minister expressed his belief in tho state- 
ment. The Japanese cornmi<-moner put a 
stop to these rumors by having the vessel 
ordered away. The provisional govern- 
ment, left to its own preservation, left him 
free to pursue his negotiations. 


COUHCK Ki'Miote and Vroxliuuto. 


Commissioner Blovmt. says that "tho 
causes of tho dethronement of the queen 
and tho establishment of tho pro\i>ioiml 
government are both remote and prox- 
imate." 


He then reviews the history of tho isl- 


ands at some length, beginning with tho 
constitution of 1S52, and tho clmnyet, made 
in tho system of government since down 
to tho revolution of 1&NT, which resulted 
in the constitution of that year, and which 
is to a j;reiit extent given by Mr. Blountas 
th(> cause of the revolution o£ 18!>3. 


Under the cons tltxition preceding 1887 
there w>Hi abuses and especially those re- 
sulting fiorn tho election of 18SO, when the 
li>Ki«latuie passed a number of bad laws, 
including tho lottery and opium license 
laws, in which it wfti charged that the 
kinir was very corrupt. 


Mr. Blonnt says tliat this legislature 


would not have caused a revolution in any. 
of the United States, but thfl icEonuers in 
tho islands declared that "Tho native is 
unlit for £foverumcut and his power must 
be curtailed." 


Among those mentioned in forcing King 


Kalnkua is Mr. '1'hur.ston, now minister 
from Hawaii. Mr. .Blount presents a por- 
tion of tho constitution of 18t>7, in which 
ho notes the changes which were espe- 
cially unsatisfactory to tho monarch, such 
as removing the power of appointing tho 
nobles to one branch of the legislature, re- 
stricting their membership to persons 
•yith propetty amounting to at least $3000, 
and establishing suffrage qualifications 
which gave the whites control in the elec- 
tions. It aluo afforded an opuorUmity for 
wliites, Americans, English aud Germans, 
to vote without becoming naturalized. 


The Revolution. 


The moat interesting portion of Mr. 
Blount'a report is that concerning the 
revolution, which he explains as follows: 


"Xoarly all cf the arms of the i.stand of 


Ouhtt in which Honolulu is situated were 
In tne possession of tha queen's govern- 
ment. A military force, organised and 
drilled, occupied the station house, the 
barracks anil the palace, the only points 
to strategic significance in the event of a 
conflict. 


"The groat body of the people moved on 
their usual course. Women and childrea 
passed to and fro thiough the streets 
seemingly unconcerned ot any impending 
danger, and yet there, were secret confer- 
ences hold by a small body of inoti, some 
of whom were Germans, some Americans 
«nd some native born subjects of foreign 
origin. On Jan. 14 they took up the sub- 
ject of dethroning the queen and proclaim- 
ing a now government, with a view to an- 
nexation to tho United States. The first 
antl most momentous question with them 
•was to devise some plan to have tho United 


troops landed. 


"Mr, Thur^tou, who appears to unve 


the lending spirit, sought two mem- 
of the queen's cabinet and urged them 


-to head a movement against the queen aud 
to ask Mr. Stevens to land the troops, 
jaauring them that in such an event Mr. 
fit evens would do so. 
"Falling to enlist any of the queen's 


-fmbiuet In the cause, it was necessary to 
devise some other mode to accomplish the 
purpose. A committee of Mifety, consist- 
Ing of 13 members, had been formed from a 
little body of men assembled in \V. O. 
Smith's olhcs; a deputation of thoai, in- 
forming Mr, Stevoua of their plans, ar- 
ranged with him to Innd tho troops if they 
would ask it for the purpose of protecting 
jlfe aud property. 


Cut and I)rl««l. 


"Ifc wna agreed between him and tlietu 
that in the event they should occupy the 
government building and proclaim a Me'V 
government he would recegni^e it. Tin? 
two leading members of the conut*;ttee, 
Messrs. Tburston and Sinitb, Kro'-ving tin- 
easy na to the safety ol' tJLeir peivons, j 
went to uim to know if he would pioU'ei 1 
them in the event of their arrest by the j 
authorities, to which ho gave his assent, j 


"At the mass meeting caliel by tho i 


committee of safety on Jan. 1C there was j 
no communication to tho crowd of imy 
purpose to <l«tlironotho qxicon or to chansu 
fchotornn of government, hut only to au- 
thorize the committee to t'ike stofis to 
prevent a consummation of the qru>cu'3 
purposes and to have guarantee*; of ottb'ic 
safety. The committee on public safely 
bud kept their puroose from the public 
View at this mass meeting and ut their 
•mall gatherings for fear of proceedings 
•gainst them by the government of the 
queen. 
Afccr the inas»s mooting had 
closed, % flail on the American minister for 
troop* wn» ruatlo aud sisnad indiscrimi- 
nately by Germana. by Americans and by 
Hawaiian subjects of foreij<n extraction." 


The commiBKioner says the response to 


tbat call does not apponr on tho flltss of tho 
legation. "That very mcht the commit-' 
tee of public safety assembled in a house- 
next to Mini*terStevens,' residence. J. II. 
8op*r, an American, wi.s elected to ci.m- 
jnand tho military forces. It w«s on M< n- 
day evening, Jan. 10, at 3 o'clock, that 
United Stales troops wero landed. 


"Not much time elapsed before it was 
(t«en out by members of tho committee 
0/Mfvty that they were designed to sup- 
port them. 
At the palace, with tho 
t, amongst tue leaders of t he aueeu'a 


niiiiituy forcta and th6 great body of tb« 
people who were loyal to the queen, the 
apprehension came that-it i was a move- 
ment hostile to the existing government. 


B«clccd-l>r fltevens. 


"Protests were filed by the minister of 


foreign affairs and by the governor of the 
island against the landing of troops, 
Messrs. Partter and Peterson testified that 
on Tuesday, at 1 o'clock, they called on 
Mr. Stevens and by him were Informed 
that in the event the queen's forcea as- 
lulled the insurrectionary force he would" 
Intervene. At 2:30 o'clock of the same 
flay tho members of the provisional gov- 
rrnment proceeded to the government 
building in squads and read their procla- 
mation. 
They had separated in their 


march to the government building for 
fear of observation nnd arrest." 


Mr. Blount describes the location of the 


troons, showing that the American troops 
controlled the position of the queen's 
forea-i, aud continues: "They wore doubt- 
less so located to stisrgest to the queen and 
her counsellors that they were In co-opora- 
tion with the insurrection movement, and 
would, when thii emergency arose, mani- 
fest it by active support. It did doubtless 
suggest to the men who read the procla- 
mation that they were having the sup- 
port of the American minister and naval 
commander and were safe from personal 
Imrm. 


"Why hud tho American minister lo- 


cated the troops in such a situation, and 
then assured the members of the commit- 
too on safety that on their occupation of 
the government building ho would recog- 
m/.u it as a government do facto, and as 
such give 
it support? 
Why was the 


government building designated to them 
as the place which, when their proclama- 
tion was announced there, would bo fol- 
lowed by his recognition? 


"It was not a point of any strategic con- 


sequence. It did not involve tho employ- 
ment of u, single soldior. A building was 
chosen where there were no troops sta- 
tioned; where there wai no struggle to ba 
made to obtain ncces?, with an American 
force immediately contiguous, with tho 
muss of the population impressed with its 
unfriendly attitude. 


"Aye, more than this, before any de- 


mand for suneniior had ever been made on 
the queen or 011 the commander of any 
oflicer of any of hci- military forces at any 
of the points whore her troops were lo- 
cated, Hie American minister had rec- 
ofini^cd the provisional government nnd 
\viib ready to give it the support of the 
United Suites troops.'' 


Mr. Bloiiut shows the position which tbe 


queen occupied; hq protests and deheiibes 
the relationship of men concerned iu the 
revolution. The various commissioners of 
the provisional government ami Minister 
tetevei)s nre quoted and commented upon. 
Mr. Ulount shows tU<it it was a collusion 
on tho part of the minibter and the revo- 
lutionists. 


He goes into the details of tho matter 


nnd points out by time und place the haste 
with which Mr. Htuvens noted, and by 
quoting 
fiom Stevens' report and the 


papers on file ;»t the legation declares that 
tho minister misrepresented the revolu- 
tion to the United Stutei government. He 
points to the lack of harmony in tho state- 
ments and criticises fctevens, saying: 


"Mr. Stevens consulted fraoly with tho 


leadeis of the revolutionary movement 
from the evening of the 14th. Thcsj dis- 
closed to him all their plans. They fen red 
arrest and punishment. 
He promised 


them protection. Thoy needed the troops 
onshoie to overawethu queen's supporters 
and government. This he agreed to and 
did turimh. 


"Thoy had few arms and no trained sol- 


diers. They did not mean to fight. It was 
arranged between them aud the American 
minister that the proclamation dethron- 
ing the quteti aud organizing a provi- 
sional government should be read from the 
government bniklimr, aud he would follow 
it with a speedy recognition. All this was 
to be done with American troops provided 
with small aims aud artillery across a 
narrow street within a stone's throw. This 
was done. 


Stevens Blamed For It All. 


"The loaders of the revolutionary move- 


ment would not have undertaken it but 
for Mr. Stevens' promise to protect them 
against any danger from the government. 
But for this the mas>s meeting would not 
have been hold. But for this no request 
to laud troops would have been made. 
Had the troops not been landed no meas- 
ures tor the organization of the new BOV- 
ernment would have been taken 
The 


American minister and the revolutionary 
leaders had determined ou a new addition 
to the United Si utes and bi\d agreed ou 
the part of each to act to the very end." 


Mr. Blount say» that tho native race 


feel thnt a great wrong has been dona 
them and their queen. 
When the queen 


resigned under protest she did not believe 
that the action of Stevens would be en- 
dor&ed, and he adds: 


"Indeed, who could have supposed that 


the circumstances .surrounding her conld 
have been foreseen ja.ud sanctioned de- 
liberately by the President of' the United 
State.-*. 
Her uniform conduct and the 


prevailing sentiment amongst the natives 
point to her belief, as well as, their own, 
that the spirit of justice on the part of the 
pnsnlent wculd restcne her crown." 
Tuat is the only thi^s in the nature of a 


reeommendotiou m<ule. Tlie special com- 
missioner closes with a description of tho 
industries of the islands, statistics, com- 
parisons of tho races, changes ia the con- 
ditions ol the natives aud information to 
show that they have beenJ>adly treated.

Prince Bismarck replied: "Please tell 


the emperor that I allow uobody to have 
uny control of ray own hou'.oliold." 


The next inornincr, Marc^lS, the em- 


peror went to Prince Bism-irck's resi- 
tleuce, whero he declared thut he must 
know every nijjht the result of tho chan- 
cellor's negotiations with the parly lead- 
ers. Prince Bismnrck refused to comply 
with the emperor's deina *<k. 


The ernperor w^^.s ffreutl? 
ngitated. He 


suid: "Sot even when I command you to 
do it «s yonr sovevciini?" 


The priuca replietf: "My master's au- 


thority ends at my wife's drawing room." 


He thon proceeded to stato that he only 


remained in office because of the promise 
he had made to Emperor William that he 
would serve his grandson. The emperor 
then demanded the prince's resignation as 
chancellor, at Iho SHine time offering him 
the title of Duke of Lauenburg und a pen- 
sion. 


Princo Bismarck rejected the offer, say- 


in>r in reference to the proposed pension: 


"Nobody shall be able to say that I 


closed my career by ruuuitig after

gratuity such as a aealous postman would 
receive."

EK IN THE MOVEMENT. 


The Queen Was Overawed by Ameri- 


can Forces. 


WASnrs-GTOS, 
Nov. 21. — Secretary 


Grcsliam decided yesterday afternoon to 
make public all tto correspondence mid 
the report of James H. Biount, tlie cpcciul 
commissioner sent 10 Hawaii Ijy President 
Cleveland to investigate the revolution 
v.-Lich dethroned Queen Liliuokaljiiii and 
the 
eatabliahraenC 
of the 
provisional 


Government. 


Mr. Biount arrived at Honolulu Mnrch 


E9, 1SU3. la his report he culls attention 
to bis reception by rvlinustcr Stevens, who, 
NaccompR.nied by a committee from the 
&nnrxat.ion clnb, came on hoiird tho ves- 
sel whicL had brought me. lie infornujd 
me that the club had rented <m clegaut 
house, well furnished oud provided v.'ith 
scivants undn en.rria2o and horses, for^my 
use; that I could pay for this accommoda- 
tion ju.st ivbat I cnose, from nothing up. 
He iirt'ed rne very earnestly to accept the 
offer. 
I declined it, unil informed him 


that I should RO to nliotcl." 


Tbe committee renewed the ofTer, which 


wan declined. 
He also refused to accept 


proITerrc-d favors from the ex-queen. 


Mr. P.Lount tells how Minister Stevens 


called upon him with "W. C. Smith, who 
represented that the withdrav/Hl of the 
United States marines meant that the 
Japanfcs3-proiild Innd troops from n man 
of-war In the liavhor. 
The American 


minister expressed hia belief in tho state- 
ment. The Japanese commissioner put n 
stop to these rumors uy having tho vc=se] 
ordered away. The provisional gov 
ment, left to itson-u preservation, left him 
free to pursue his negotiations. 


CfluscM Kimiote find I'roximato. 


Commissiouer Biount says that "tho 


causes of the dethronement of the queen 
and the establishment of the provisional 
government are both rcmoLe and prox- 
imate." 


He then reviews tho history of tho isl- 


p-ixis at some length, bepfinnin^ with t-he 
constitution of ISo'J, and the changes made 
in tho system of government since down 
to the revolution of 18£7, v/hich resulted 
in the constitution of that yc.ir, and which 
if- to a jjrent extent given by Mr. lilonntns 
tin- cause of the revolution of 1S>M. 


L'nder the cons tltution preceding 18S7 


there were abuses and especiallj- those re- 
sulting fiorn the election of 1S¥0, when tho 
It-pislature passed H number of bad laws, 
includi-.ic the lottery and opium license 
lav.-?, in which it wn.^ charged that the 
kio£ was very corrupt. 


Mr. Biount says tliat this legislature 


would not have caused a revolution in an}' 
o' the United States, bnt the reformers in 
the islands declared that "1'hu native ia 
un/It for £roverumeiib and his power must 
he curtailed." 


Among those mentioned in forcing ICin, 


ICalakun is Mr. Thurston, now minister 
from Hnvvaii. 
JMr. Biount presents a por- 


tion of the constitution of 1SS7, in which 
he notes the changes which -were espe- 
cially unsatisfactory to the monarch, such 
as removing the power of appointing tho 
nobles to one branch of the legislature, re- 
stricting their membership to persons 
•yrith property amounting to nt least J300U 
and establishing suffrage qualifications 
which gave the whites control in the elec 
tions. It also afforded an opportunity for 
whiles, Americans, English aud Germans 
to vote without becoming naturalized. 


Tlte Revolution. 


The most interesting portion of Mr 


Blount's report is thut concerning the 
revolution, -which ho explains as follows 


"Nearly all cf tho arms of the island of 


Oiihuin which Honolulu is situated were, 
in tye possession of the queen's govern- 
ment. A military force, organised anc 
drilled, occupiei the station house, the 
barracks and the p.ilacc, the only points 
to strategic significance in the event of a 
conflict. 


••The great body of the people moved 01 


their usual course. Women and childrc 
passed to and fro through the streets 
seeminglj' unconcerned ot any impending 
danger, u.nd yet there, were secret confer 
ences held by n small body of men, soul' 
of whom were Germans, some American 
nnd some native boru subjects of foreigt 
origin. On Jan. 14 they took tip the sub 
jcct o£ dethroning the quceu and proclaim 
ins a new government, with a view to an 
neiotion to the United States. 
The firs 


<m<\ most momentous question with them 
T7O3 todtvioD some plan to have theUnitei 
States troops landed, 


".Mr. Thurs:on, who appears to have 


been the leading spirit, sought two rnein- 
"bjrs of the queen's cabinet and urecd them 
-to head IT. movement against the queen arid 
to ask IMr. Stevens to land the troops, 
assuring;them that in such an event Mi1. 
Stevens would do so. 


'Tailing to enlist any of the queen's 


-ojbineb in the cause, it v.*as necessary to 
dffviso some other mode to accomplish the 
purpose. A committee of safety, conaist- 
fajj of 13 members, hud been formed from n 
little body of men assembled in W. O. 
Smith's office; a deputation of theso, in- 
forming .Mr. Stevens of taeir plans, ai- 
ransed with, him to Inntl the troops if they 
would ,-isk it, for the purpose of protecting 
life and property. 


Cut anil Dried. 


"It was Egrecd between him and them 


thnt in the event they should occupy tho 
government building and proclaim a Lie:tf 
government he would rccegni/e it.

purposes and to hnvc guarantees of public 
safety. The committee on public safely 
h::d kept their purnose from the public 
yiew at this tatiss meeting and ut tlieiv 
small Rntherings for fcav of proceedings 
against them by tho government of the 
queen. 
After the mass 
meeting 
had 


closed, I call on the American minister for 
troops was mada and s;guacl indiscrimi- 
nately by Germans, by Americans and by 
Hawaiian subjects of foreijni cxir.ici.ion." 


The commissioner says the response to

Mr. Blouut describes the location of "the 


tronns, showing that the American troopa 
controlled the position 
of the queen's 


fores.?, aud continues: "They were doubt- 
less so located to suggest to the queen and 
her counsellors that they were in co-opera- 
tion with the insurrection movement, and 
would, when thu emergency arose, mani- 
fest it by iictivo support. It did doubtless 
suggest to the men who renrl the procla- 
mation that they -were having the sup- 
port of the Americau minister and naval 
commander and were safe from personal 
harm. 


'Why had tho American minister lo- 


cated the troops in sucli a situation, and 
then assured the members of the commit- 
tee on safety that on their occupation of 
the government building lie would recog- 
nize it ns a government do facto, aud as 
fuoh give 
it support? 
Why was the 


government buildiug designated to thorn 
as the place which, when their proclama- 
tion wa.9 announced there, wonld bo fol- 
luwed by his recognition? 


"It wns not a, point ot any strategic con- 


sequence. It did not involve the- employ- 
meat of a single soldier. A building was 
chosen where there were no troops sta- 
tioned; where there was no struggle to b2 
made to obtain access, with an American 
force immediatsly contiguous, with tho 
mass of the population impressed with its 
unfriendly attitude. 


"A.yp, move than thia, before any de- 


mand fov surrender had ever been made on 
tlie queen or on the commander of any 
oflicer of any of her military forces at any 
ot the points where her troops %vere lo- 
ciitccl, the Auu'.viciui minister bud rec- 
ognized (he provisional government arid 
wns ready to give it the support of the 
United Suites troops." 


Alice!.'*! MiHi-uHrCBonftHtionn, 


Mr. Blouut, bhows the position which tuo 


queen occupied; he protests and describes 
the relationship of men concerned iu the 
revolution. The various commissioners of 
ti:e provisional govei-ument ami Minister 
tjt'jvens i»re quoted and commented upon. 
Mr. Blotint shows thivt it was a collusion 
on the part of the minister aud the revo- 
lutionists. 


He goes into the details of the matter 


and points out by time and place the haste 
with which M.r. Stevens neted, nml by 
quoting 
from Stevens' report and the 


papers ca file .at the legation declares that 
the minister misrepresented the revolu- 
tion to the United States government. He 
poiuts to the lack of harmony iu tho state- 
ments and criticises Stevens, saying: 


"Mr. Sievcns consulted freely with tho 


leaders uf the revolutionary movement 
from the evening of the 1-Uh. Thesy dis- 
closed to him all their plans. They foai-ed 
arrest nnd punishment. 
He promised 


them protection. Thoy needed the 'troops 
onshore 10 ovcraweihu queen's supporters 
and government. This he agveud to and 
did furuihh. 


"They hud few arms and no trained sol- 


diers. They did not mean to fight. It was 
arranged between them aud' the American 
minister that the proclamation dethron- 
ing the queen and org/miziug a provi- 
sional government should be read from tho 
government building, aud he would follow 
it with a speedy recognition. All this was 
to be done with Americau troops provided 
with small arms aud artillery across a 
narrow street within a stone's throw. This 
was uone. 


Sti;vcns Blamed Far It AU. 


"The leaders of the revolutionary move- 


ment would not have undertaken it but 
for Mr. Stevens' promise to protect them 
ngninst any danger from the government. 
But for this the mass meeting would not 
have been held. But for this no request 
to laud troops would have been made. 
Had the troops not been landed no meas- 
ures for the organization oE the new gov- 
ernment wa'aid have been taken, Tha 
American minister and the revolutionary 
leaders had determined ou a new addition. 
to the United Slates and hud agreed on 
the part of each to aet to the very entl." 


Mr. mount Kays chat tho native race 


feel that a great wron<; has bsen done 
them and their queen. 
"When the quccu 


resigned tinder proti'.st sue did not believe 
that the action o£ Stsvens would be ea- 
do; ->cd, and he adds: 


"Indeed, who could have supposed that 


the circumstances surrounding her could 
have been foreseen ;md sanctioned do- 
Hber.'Aely by the "President of the United 
State*. 
Her uniform conduct and tho 


prevailing sentiment amongst the natives 
point to her belief, as well us their own, 


j that the spirit of justice on the part .of the
